HIGHLIGHTS IN THE REAR-VIEW MIRROR 


As the history-making events of the past 113 months recede . at lightning speed 
in the rear-view mirror those that took place when the year was young seem now to be 
hoary with age, so much has transpired on the road we have traveled. A new state 
was born, trailing the advent of the infant year 1959 by three days and, swaddled in 
furs to the eyebrows, arrived by dog-sled from the snowy reaches of Alaska for the 
ceremony of unveiling a 49-star edition of Old Glory at the White House on January 
3rd. Two other blessed events, following in quick succession, dramatized our na-+ 
tion's switch from the familiar road of an honorable past, on which highwaymen and 
traitors of the stripe of Benedict Arnold were recognized for what they were, into 
the swift-moving traffic on internationalism’s freeway toward the Space Age. 

MARTHA WASHINGTON’S KIN BORN INTO THE SPACE AND MISSILE AGE ~-as reported by 
local papers on last February 24: Mrs. Eleanor Munson celebrated Washington's Birth- 
day in grand style by giving birth to Martha Washington's great-great-great-great- 
great-grandson in the back seat of the family station wagon in Sunnyvale. The eighth- 
generation descendant of America's first First Lady arrived as Roy Munson, who works 
for a missile and space-exploration laboratory, was speeding his wife to Palo Alto 
Hospital. He lost the race at Bernard Street and El Camino Real, a few blocks from 
their home at 1062 Valley Forge Drive. In Mountain View he spotted Police Sgt. Dan 
Coon and from there was given a sirened escort to the hospital. Mrs. Munson and her 
7-pound,l-ounce son, John Parke Custis Munson,were reported in excellent condition... 

News=photo caption, San Francisco Examiner: “EMOTIONAL DRAMA IN OAKLAND-~Baby 
born to widow of flyer shot down by the reds; mother ‘jittery and bitter’ over tape- 
recorded death...Stephen Edward Jeruss spent his first full day of life yesterday in 
the baby nursery at Oakland Naval Hospital. His father, Captain Edward J. Jeruss of 
the U.S. Air Force, was one of the men killed last September 2nd in the famous ‘tape 
recording! case of the unarmed American transport that went down in Soviet Armenia. 
Captain Jeruss's body, one of the four that could be identified, was delivered to 
U.S. authorities on the Soviet-Turkish border on September 24. He was buried at 
Arlington National Cemetery in November,‘ 

One of the unforgettable highlights in the rear-view mirror is a glimpse of the 
sinister face of Soviet Deputy Premier Anastas Mikoyan-=-caught off guard between 
rounds of ovations, receptions and banquets-~2s he scowled and snarled in anger when 
questioned by newsmen at U.N. headquarters in New York concerning the fate of the 
American airmen still missing. A special dispatch to the San Francisco Examiner 
stated: "From time to time the State Department pressed the Kremlin for further in- 
formation on the eleven other crew members said by the United States Air Force to 
have been in that plane. The anguished families of these missing men want to know 
the truth as to their fate, and Mikoyan merely shattered their hopes.‘ 

Sensational roadside scenes,flashing by, leave the picture of pro-Batista 
losers in the war-crimes trials of Fidel Castro's reolutionary Cuban government 
lining up to face the firing squad; of Major Sosa Blanco, "War Criminal No. One, as 
caught in a moment of bravado by Associated Press wirephoto, drawing a finger across 
his throat to signify that he knows he’s next. And he was, bringing the unofficial 
total of those executed to 316. "CUBAN MOB ROARS FOR DEATH AT *ROMAN CIRCUS**, ran 
the headline over the account of the deliberations of the revolutionary tribunal held 
in Havana's big Sports Stadium. The "free world‘', that had so recently joined with 
Soviet Russia at Nurenberg to sentence the German high command to death and to pris- 
on terms for the crime of losing a war, shuddered, Film hero Errol Flynn, destined 
to relinquish his earthly role in typically sensational circumstances before year's 
end, reveled in achieving one last swashbuckling fling in the closing reel of a 
real revolution, and in the serial publication by the Hearst press of his own account 
of his Big Moment as a comrade-in-arms of Fidel Castro. 

Other scenes pass so swiftly in review that it is difficult to remember them in 
consecutive order: the East-West Berlin crisis; a new exodus to Israel from Iron 
Curtain countries; an African rebellion in the British protectorate of Nyasaland, 
and riots in Durban between an estimated 40,000 natives and hundreds of armed police; 
Tibetans battling the red Chinese in their capital city of Lhasa, and flight of the 
Dalai Lama to India; the small southeast Asian kingdom of Laos on the brink of col- 
lapse at the hands of Communist-led rebels; the arrival in Washington of Cuba's 
bush-bearded dictator Fidel Castro for an exchange of diplomatic courtesies involving 
lunch with Acting Secretary of State Christian Herter; the Canadian tour of Queen 
Elizabeth and Prince Philip and the opening of the St. Lawrence Seaway; the American 
tour of Baudouin, King of the Belgians.... 

The pace of events slackens briefly in solemn tribute to John Foster Dulles on 
his last journey from Washington's National Cathedral to burial in Arlington Cemetery. 
It picks up speed in Vice President Nixon's ten-day whirlwind tour of the Soviet 
Union and in the arrival here of the advance unit of Nikita Khrushchev's raiding 
party in the person of First Deputy Premier Frol Kozlov. Kozlov picked up a Stetson 
hat in Sacramento, the gift of Governor Pat Brown; in San Francisco a pair of gold 
cuff links bearing the seal of the city and county of San Francisco, tendered by 
Mayor George Christopher, and, raising a glass of champagne in the mayor's office, 
exclaimed, "Let*s drink to peacef In Sacramento, also, he had shown his approval 
of the indispensable African touch to our new way of life by posing for news photog- 


raphers with Pat Williams, "Miss Sacramento", the first Negro to win a city beauty

contest in the Miss California competition (‘Note her California tan,‘ eniarener) 
itWho,me?" the dusky beauty queen had gasped, batting her big brown eyes delightedly, 
when, the previous April, she was given the green light to try for the Miss Californic 
title and, perhaps, for that of Miss America, 

The welcome to Kozlov, effusive as it was, was as nothing to the rolling out of 
the red carpet for the Khrushchev party, painstakingly planned to the minutest detail. 
Mamie Eisenhower, for instance,prepared to dazzle Mrs.Ke with a fabulous new wardrobe 
of cocktail and evening gowns designed by Scaasi. We have Associated Press's word for 
it that the gowns were: A long gold brocade ball gown with full skirt, a strapless 
ball gown of rose cut-velvet, a long-sleeved green satin short afternoon dress, a 
long ball gown of warp-printed taffeta in shades of deep rose, with bouffant skirt 
and crescent neckline, a silk faille afternoon dress printed in shades of wine, vio- 
let and blue, a long-sleeved cocktail dress of Navy silk damask, with full skirt and 
oval neckline, a Navy chiffon afternoon dress with long sleeves and high neck, for 
daytime occasions a black and white glen plaid coat dress with black leather buttons 
and self belts; and a magnificent ball gown of gold-and-white, made from an oriental 
sari. 

Whether or not the stolid Mrs. Khrushchev was impressed will forever remain a 
mystery; but of her husband's hearty enjoyment of the "K't-rations supplied him at the 
National Press Club luncheon we have UPI telephotographic evidence: the Butcher of 
Budapest fairly slooping them up, his nose within inches of the plate. (Incidentally, 
what became of the first Mrs. Khrushchev? Escapees from Soviet slave camps state that 
she was banished to a living death in lieu of a divorce.) Khrushchev had his bad 
moments, as when his temper flared at being heckled and picketed in New York--a city 
that a few days earlier had given a rousing and unanimous welcome to Princess Beatrix 
of The Netherlands. Congress had adjourned precipitately, slamming the door in his 
face. He lost his temper again in trading verbal punches with Mayor Norris Poulson 
of Los Angeles, and raged like a spoiled child at failure to crash the gates of 
Disneyland. But he had his proud moments, as when he presented President Eisenhower 
with a model of the space rocket with which, he boasted, the USSR had hit the moon, 
and claimed squatter’s rights to lunar territory on the strength of planting a Soviet 
flag thereon by remote control. A clue to what went on in the highly secret talks at 
Camp David can be found in the Jewish press. It indicates that the President of the 
United States acted as an intermediary, serving Jewish interests. B'nai Brith Mes- 
senger, Oct. 16, 1959~-Washington (ata) :*Reports which were circulating in some cir- 
cles here to the effect that President Eisenhower personally had raised questions on 
the status of the Jews in the Soviet Union in his talks with Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev at Camp David were confirmed in a letter from the White House made public 
here by the Bfnai Bfrith," ‘Mission accomplishedt seems to be the significance of 
the sequel carried in an Associated Press dispatch of Sept. 23rd from Washington: ~ 
"President Eisenhower today received the B'nai B'rith President's Medal in recogni- 
tion of his s positive efforts for world peace on freedom’s terms-=peace with justice 
and dignity," 

Almost lost among the highlights supplied by strutting dictators, beauty queens 
and other VIPs, was the news that Colin (Corky) Kelly, son of the first U.S. air 
hero of World War II, had made West Point on his own. UPI dispatch, May 7: "President 
Eisenhower congratulated Colin P. Kelly III today for winning an appointment to West 
Point through competitive examinations without taking advantage of the invitation 
extended to him in 1941 by President Franklin D. Roosevelt. At that time Roosevelt 
addressed a letter to the 'President of the U.S. in 1956% in which he asked that 
young Kelly be considered for appointment to the academy."* This item affords a 
backward look down a branch road by which we gained access to the international free- 
way on which, heedless of innumerable danger signals, we are speeding toward nation- 
al disaster. Down that long vista we can see the headlines screaming: JAPANESE 
BATTLESHIP HARUNA SUNK$ News followups carried the photograph captioned, "Capt.Colin 
Kelly, U.S. hero of the bombing attack on the Japanese battleship Hr.una. The battle- 
pow 4 was sunk, but the flier was killed," Other historical vistas were opened on a 
number of occasions this year -=-
